This year’s alumni fund raising campaign is the most ambitious to date, and with good 
reason. 








The tremendously growing number of students knocking on the doors of Sir George each year have pushed operating 
costs up at an alarming rate. These are costs which can be pruned only so far before the quality of university 
education is threatened. Consequently, the costs must be matched with added revenues if we are to protect the 
calibre of education at Sir George. 


Although the primary sources of the university’s revenue, tuition and government grants, are also on the rise, they 
just aren’t keeping up with the demand for expanding educational facilities and services. In fact, Sir George’s 
operating grants per full time student from the Quebec government this year are discouragingly out of line with 
our expenditure needs, and indeed, are lower in relation to those needs than that of any other university in the 
province. 


The immediately apparent answer appears to be either raise tuition fees, or continue to pressure the Quebec 
government for a bigger slice of the educational pie. Both these measures have been used in the past and will 
continue to be used in the future. But, in each lies the danger of over-application. It becomes a case of either 
pricing a university education out of reach of many qualified students, or putting the university in a position whereby 
its reliance on government aid is to such a proportion as to endanger the autonomy of that university. 


You, as a member of the Sir George Alumni Association, can do your part to help the University avoid either of 
these extremes. You can do it through your dollars. These are dollars which will help guarantee the academic 
freedom of the university, and help ensure that no student with the desire and ability for a Sir George education will 
have to be told “sorry, you can’t afford it”, or “sorry, we haven’t room for you.”
